1 . (Original) A method of acquiring data includes the steps of 

providing a first record set including a first unique number associated with a first person; a 
second unique number associated with a second person; a third unique number associated with a 
specific question, contained in a list of questions; and a fourth number being an answer to the 
specific question; 

providing a second record set associated with the first record set, the second record set including 
a question code associated with the third unique number; and a statistical weight to be given to 
the fourth number; 

providing a third record set associated with the second record set, the third record set including a 
description reference of the question code; and 

saving the first record set, the second record set, and the third record set in a database. 

2. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in claim 1 , which o f acquiring data includes 
the steBS -step o f providing a fourth record set identifying financial data. 

a)providing a first r e cord s e t including a first imiqu e number associat e d wdth a first p e rson; a 
s e cond uniqu e numb e r associat e d with a s e cond p e rson; a third uniqu e number aGGooiated with a 
sp e cific question, contain e d in a list of qu e stions; and a fourth numb e r b e ing an answ e r to the 
specific qu e stion; 
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b) providing a o e oond r e cord s e t assooiat e d with th e first r e cord s e t, th e s e oond r e cord s e t 
including a qu e stion cod e associated \\dth th e third uniqu e numb e r; and a Gtatioticai w e ight to bo 
giv e n to the fourth numb e r; 

c) providing a third r e cord s e t associat e d with th e s e cond record set, th e third r e cord s e t including 
a d e scription r e f e r e nc e of the qu e stion code; 

d) saving th e first r e cord s e t, th e s e cond r e cord s e t, and th e third r e cord s e t in a databas e ; and 

e ) providing a fourth r e cord s e t id e ntifying financial data, 

3. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in claim in which any of the first 
record set, the second record set, the third record se t, th e fourth r e cord set or the entire database 
are able to be jointly or separately transmitted to wherever required. 

4. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in any on e of th e pr e c e ding claims claim K in 
which the first person is a medical practitioner. 

5. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 4, in which the first number is associated with 
the medical practitioner's national registration number. 

6. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in claim 4 or claim 5 , in which the first 
number is associated with the medical practitioner's specialist qualifications and experience. 

7. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in anv on e of th e pr e c e ding claims claim L in 
which the second number includes a check digit calculated by means of the Lunz method. 
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8. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in any one of the pr e c e ding claimo claim K in 
which the second person is a medical patient. 

9. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in any one of tho pr e ceding claims claim 1 , in 
which the fourth number is adapted to indicate a true or false answer to a question associated 
with the third number. 

10. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in any on e of th e pr e ceding claims claim K in 
which the first record set includes a fifth number associated with a date and time that the first 
person examined the second person. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in any on e of th e preceding claims claim 1, in 
which the first record set includes a sixth number adapted to be a check digit for verifying the 
validity of any other number contained in the first record set. 

12. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in any on e of th e pr e c e ding claims claim 1 , in 
which the second record set includes a list of third unique numbers associated with all possible 
questions that can be asked. 

13. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in claim 12, in which each third unique 
number is associated with at least one fijrther third uniqu e numb e r assooiatod with a question 
which should be asked or answered. 
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14. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in claim 12 or 13 , in which each third unique 
number is associated with at least one further third unique numb e r aosooiat e d with a question 
which need not be asked or answered. 

15. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in any on e of th e pr e ceding claims claim L in 
which the third record set includes a reference to a publication containing a description of the 
question code. 

16. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in any on e of claims 2 to IS claim 2. in which 
the fourth record set includes three unique nimibers. 

17. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 16, in which the three unique numbers are 
respectively associated with a budgeted item, a budgeted value, and availability of funds. 

18. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 17, in which the budgeted item is a type of 
treatment or medication required by the second person. 

19. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 18, in which the budgeted value is a cost 
associated with the type of treatment or medication. 
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20. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 19, in which the availability of funds is 
retrieved from the second person's medical aid or bank account to cover the costs indicated by 
the budgeted value.
